The Federal Government and the IRS have 
been viciously unfair in the administration 
of the tax laws.

Another example of blatant government 
support of subversive organizations is the 
Metropolitan Music School Incorporated. 
This organization is a government-cited 
Communist organization yet it has tax 
exemption. Another is the Highlander Folk 
School, now called the Highlander Center. 
This is a purely Communist race-hating or- 
ganization and its parent organization, the 
Highlander Folk Center, has been officially 
cited by the government as a Communist 
Organization. The NAACP, CORE, SNCC and 
all the other race-hating, Communist domi- 
nated organizations pay no income tax and 
are therefore indirectly subsidized by the 
long-suffering American taxpayer. 

The National Science Foundation gave 
forty-nine hundred dollars to Gaylord Guy 
King who is head of the Indiana University 
Chapter of the W. E. B. DuBois Club — a gov- 
ernment cited Communist organization. (See 
Attorney General’s list of subversive or- 
ganizations) . The National Science Founda- 
tion of Indiana University has been guilty 
of other treasonable activities, (sec report of 
Congressman Roudcbush) . 

Many departments of our Federal Govern- 
ment are now openly or covertly controlled 
by the Communist conspiracy. An example 
is the United States Post Office, which co- 
operates very closely with the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency and the IRS in harassing and 
intimidating American, citizens. As evidence 
of tlic fact that the United States Post O/iice 
is now basically Communist-controlled, one 
needs only look at the distribution in the 
United States of tons and tons of Com- 
munist propaganda from Soviet countries at 
no cost to the Soviets.
